State, or national, to formulate 
and prescribe or promote pray- 
ers to be used in the public 
schools. While this decision 
set the amending impulses in 
motion, the ice and the rocks 
which came sliding down were 
already up there on the moun- 
tainside. The objectives and the 
goals sought are obviously only 
slightly related to the prayer 
decision as such. This is mere- 
ly an occasion for larger pro- 
jects. 

Some of the amendments 
concern themselves with an ef- 
fort to define an area in which 
the state: governments and 
their agencies shall be free of 
the restraints of the Federal 
Constitution. These look for 
change in the Fourteenth 
Amendment which makes the 
First Amendment applicable 
also to the states.

In the Old Testament more 
than 3800 times the writers in- 
treduce their messages with 
such statements as: (1) ‘‘The 
Lord spake,”’ (2) ‘“‘the Lord 
said,’’ (3) ‘the word of the 
Lord came.”

Guinea Drive 
Back Attackers 


SYDNEY, Australia (BP)— 
Baptist people through the 
North Baliem Valley of New 
Guinea have rushed to the as- 
sistance of their brethren who 
were victims of a savage anti- 
Christian massacre at Maki 
Sunday, September 30. The up- 
rising had left 80 dead and 50 
villages burned out. 

There are about 4,500 Bap- 
tists in New Guinea. 

Fresh reports from the area, 
where Australian Baptist mis- 
sionaries have worked since 
1956, say that Christians from 
he neighboring areas of Tion, 
Pit River and Jukwa came to 
the aid of the stricken people 
at Maki. Together they have 
driven Diangwa and Yambal- 
ek, chieftains who led the mas- 
sacre, from the valley.

3rd MILLION. DOLLAR BUDGET 


DALLAS (BP)—Tteé world’s largest Southern Baptist 
church here has oversubscribed a budget of $1,433,016 for 
1963, its third in a row to eclipse the $1 million mark. 

The 12,800-member First Baptist Church of Dallas over- 
subscribed next year’s by more than $28,000, said Clare 
Zachry, chairman of the stewardship drive. The current 
budget of $1,218,600 was described by the church’s pastor, 
W. A. Criswell, as “the largest of any church in the history 
of Christendom.” 

For 1963, $641,037 is designated ‘ ‘for missions and de- 
nominational purposes, $568,463 will go for local church use, 
and $223,516 is allocated tor building indebtedness. 

Seventy-one per cent, of the pledges were $300 or less, 
and 132 were for $1,000 or more.

For Flood . 
Of Human Need 


“The first three line on the 
list of personnel requests from 
any mission field are urgent,” 
says Rev. Lewis I. Myers, Jr., 
Southern Baptist missionary in 
Vietnam. These lines on the 
Vietnam request read: ‘‘Evan- 
gelistic couple for Saigon, Eng- 
lish - work couple for Saigon, 
evangelistic couple for Sai- 
gon.”’ 

Calling Saigon an emotional 
and spiritual maelstrom, Mr. 
Myers says that population of 
the metropolitan area is swol- 
len to more than 2,000,000 with | 
thousands coming in every 
year from dangerous combat 
areas out in the provinces. |’ 
Hundreds of wounded from the 
fight against subversion are 
brought into Saigon hospitals, 
accompanied by young wives 
and children, old mothers and 
fathers—people who live with 
relatives or on the streets. 

There is also a student popu- 
lation exceeding 10,000, Mr. 
Myers says. Typical of many | 
students is a young man.who 
said, ‘‘My parents are Budd- 
hists but I’m looking for a 
greater light.” 

Mr. Myers explains: “For 
some reason many parents 
whose Buddhist ancestry would 
not permit them a. persons! 
‘change of religion’ have given’ 
their children permission to 
‘make a choice.’ Streams of 
these youth daily make their 
way in front of the Baptist 
headquarters building and be- 
side the Baptist chapel as they 
go to their schools.” 

It is against the flood of hu- 
man need that the Vietnam mi |z 
sionaries ask for,two evangelis- : 
tic couples for Saigon. ‘‘We 
could easily request 10 or 20 
or 30 and lost them in useful 
work in this one city alone,” 
says Mr. Myers. 

The couple for English-lang- 
uage work are requested again- 
st the backdrop of the large 
number of American military 
personnel stationed in the area. 
“Because of the religious 
make-up of ‘America, any such 
large influx brings with it an 
influx of Baptists,” Mr. Myers 
explains. ‘‘With a minimum of 
publicity and the bare mini- 
mum of time expended by mis- 
sionaries, around 100 Ameri- 
cans worship in the remodeled 
Baptist chapel every Sunday.

Our regular circulation is now almost 97,000 and at 
the, present time we are ‘sending out nearly 3,000 copies 
each week to families in churches that are using the free 
trial plan to decide whether they want to use the Every 
Family Plan. We expect the regular circulation to pass 
97,000 in the next few weeks, and 98,000 early in the new 
year as many of these free-trial churches adopt the Every 
Family Plan and start paying for the paper out of their 
budget. We hope to reach 100,000 regular circulation dur- 
ing 1963 or early in 1964. : 

The Baptist Record is fourth in circulation among all 
of the state papers in the Southern Baptist Convention. 
States with larger circulation are the Baptist Standard in 
Texas with about 370,000, the Alabama Baptist with about 
120,000 and the Christian Index of Georgia with about 
112,000. Since all three of these states have a much larger 
Baptist constituency than Mississippi, and the papers are 
all experiencing circulation growth, it is very improbable 
that the Record will achieve a higher position than this 
fourth place. We do expect to maintain that, however.

§ THE AUTHORITY 


Present day church govern- 


iment falls into four patterns: 


autocratic, episcopal, presby- 
erian, and congregational. 


Autocratic means the absolute 


rule of one person. This is 
seen in the Roman Catholic 
church (pope), and, to some 
degree, in the Greek (Catholic) 
Orthodox church (patriarch). 
Episcopal refers to the rule of 


‘Ibishops (Greek, episcopos) as 


in the Episcopal and Methodist 
denominations. Presbyterian 
means the rule of the elders 
(Greek, presbuteros) as in the 
Presbyterian denomination. 
Congretational refers to the 


‘lrule. of the congregation as 


among Baptists and some oth- 
ers. 

: The New Testament pattern 
is that of the congregation. The 
congregation elected deacons 
(Acts 6:1-6), sent forth mis- 
sionaries (Acts 13:1-3),.admin- 
istered discipline (Matt. 18:17), 
expelled members (I Cor. 5: 
4-5), and received ' members 
(II Cor. 2:5-8). While at times 
the local church worked 
through committees (Acts 15:

New Testament’ churches 
were democratic bodies. ‘‘De- 
mocracy” comes from two 
Greek words meaning ‘“‘rule of 
the people.’’ Each person be- 
came a member by his own 
spiritual experience and decis- 
fon (Acts 2:41; Rev. 3:20). 
each enjoyed equal privileges 
and responsibilities (Matt. 20: 
25-27; Rom. 12:1-21; I Cor. 12) 
Each believer is a priest be- 
fore God (Heb. 8:10-11) Rev. 
1:5-6). ; 

Baptists speak of the ‘‘au- © 
tonomy” of the local church. 
“Autonomy” means “self 
rule.” Unfortunately this is 
sometimes interpreted to mean 
that a Baptist or a Baptist 
ehurch can do as he-it pleas- 
es. Thus liberty bécomes lic- 
ense (Gal. 5:13) or anarchy 
(I Cor. 1:8-9). Self-rule is to 
be administered under the 
Lordship of Christ (Matt. 6: 
10). Church and individual de- 
cisions are to be made under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit 
(Acts 18:’; 16:6ff.). Jesus 
promised His presence in 
church deliberations (Matt. 18: 
17-20). Paul said for the church 
to act ‘‘with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ’ (I Cor. 5: 
4). As members of the body 
of Christ each believer is to 
fulfil his function in coopera- 
tion with other believers (Rom. 
12; I Cor. 12-13).:So churches 
and-or individuals are not to 
do as they, please, but as Christ 
wills. We are to find the ‘‘mind 
of Christ’? (Rom. 15:6; I Cor. 
2:16; II Cor. 13:11; Phil. 2:5 
ff.). 

Freedom in Christ is not an- 
archy. Freedom involves self- 
discipline as well as_ self-ex- 
pressions. We are free, but we 
are free to cooperate under 
the Lordship of Christ (I Cor. 
3:9). ‘‘Labourers together with 
God’’ means, literally, ‘‘fellow- 
labourers belonging to God.”’

Kids Do Have Good 
Taste In TV

It seems to be human nature 
to speak most dogmatically 
about those things of which we 
know the least. Witness the 
remarks made ,by teachers, 
psychologists and other ‘‘view- 
ers-with-alarm.’’ They say tele- 
vision cartoons are ‘‘Loaded 
with violence,’”’ ‘‘Marked by 
brutality,’ ‘‘miss the mark,’’ 
and ‘‘are based on lowest of 
moral and spiritual levels.”’ 

These. observations do not 
agree with mine. For the past 
15 months, the Southern Bap- 
tists’ Radio and _ Television 
Commission has been prepar- 
ing materials and engaging in 
studies leading up ‘to the pro- 
duction of a children’s televis- 
ion series. As a consequence, 
I have viewed hundreds of 
cartoons and studied scores of 
children*s productions of other 
types.
